She is currently a member of the Electronic 
Music Media Festival Committee.

SHELTON STATE 
LAUNCHES NEW 
PROGRAM FOR 
WELFARE-TO-WORK 
PARTICIPANTS 

When 20 welfare -to-work 
participants entered an eight-week short 
training course at Shelton State Community 
College recently, it was a step in a new 
and quite different direction. 

The course, which began September 8, 
is offered through Shelton’s carpentry 
program and teaches students the 
construction finishing skills they need such 
as filling holes in the walls, putting up 
molding, preparing sheet rock for painting, 
applying vinyl to walls, correcting paint 
smudges, and wall papering. People with 
these skills do punch -out or minor touch- 
up work at the end of a construction job. 


Most of the participants in the program 
are women from Hale, Greene, and 
I T uscaJoosa counties. These women were 
I placed in the program through the 
Department of Human Resources, who, as 
the ftjnding agency for the program, 

I provides transportation and child care for 
the participants. 

1 A few students in this new program 
have been employed in minimum wage 
^ jobs in the past. According to Fran Viselli, 
who coordinates the program for the 
college, graduates of this short traning 
i course can go right into employment, 
probably making somewhere between $7 
and $8 an hour. 

Additional construction trade courses 
will be available to welfare -to-work 
redpients in January for those students who 
want to learn addition^ construction trade 
skills. These short courses would include 
1 masonry, plumbing, and residential 
electricity,
